|Power Co., in the program, which 
| wil be finished in three months. 
Federal Expert Selects Fields 

Sites for the landing fields and 
; beacon lights have been chosen by 
Alvin W. Smith, air way extension 
superintendent for the United 
States Department of Commerce, 
air way division. Smith made an 
exhaustive survey of all possible 
sites between San Bernardino and 
Barstow, accompanied by District 
Manager Robert Neuman, of the 
Southern Sierras Power Co., which 
will furnish electricity for all but 
one of the beacon lights. 

One of the intermediate landing 
fields will be located on the Mus- 
coy .ranch, three miles southeast 
of Verdemont. It will be 350 by 
2,000 feet, illuminated by a border

AT FONTANA MEET 


en D. Smith, Manager San 
Antonio Water Co., Heads 

Move To Conserve Water In 

Three Adjoining Counties 


Proposal that San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Orange counties 
join in a cooperative plan of water 
conservation and flood control 
was greeted Wednesday with al- 
most unanimous approval at a 
Fontana meeting of 35 conserva- 
tionists, catled by Glenn D. Smith, 
manager of the San Antonio Water 
Company. 

Acting on authorization of those 
present, Mr. Smith will immediate- 
ly communicate with water ex- 
perts in Riverside and Orange 
| counties asking their attendance 
at another meeting which, if pos- 
| sible, will be called within a week. 
‘At this meeting a definite plan 
for promoting the project will be 
outlined, it was announced. 

As yet the plans for the coopera- 
tive program have taken no defi- 
nite form. The general idea, how- 
‘ever, is for the three boards of 
supervisors to appropriate fixed 
amounts for expenditure in the 
various agricultural districts of 
their respective counties. The 
amount probably would be based 
on the annual tax paid by the 
various districts, although this was 
discussed briefly yesterday. 

This plan was originally sug- 
{gested by Mr, Smith for San Ber- 
jnardino county alone, and it was 
jthis that the representatives were 
prepared to consider Wednesday. 
When the three-county plan was 
advanced, however, discussion of 
the independent program’ was 
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Whether the consent of the 
three boards of supervisors is suf- 
ficient to permit launching the 
program was not learned. It is 
possible, it was pointed out at the 
meeting, that authorization by the 
legislature would be necessary. 
These and other matters will be 
discussed at the meeting of repre- 
sentatives from San _ Berhardino, 
Orang and Riverside counties. 

Another suggestion relative to 
flood control and water conserya- 
tion which met with undivided 
favor, was that the San Bernar- 
dino county supervisors be asked 
to appropriate funds to assist Su- 
pervisor S. A. Nash-Boulden of 
the San Bernardino national forest 
in the firebreak construction he 
has carried for the past year un- 
der the special Southern Califor- 


| There is $100,000 available next 
year from the Federal government 
for the four national forests on the 
condition that this sum is matched 
by other individuals or interests. 
Last year the San Bernardino na- 
tional forest received $17,500, 
which was matched locally, large- 
ly by water companies and the 
{San Bernardino city water depart- 
ment, 

If the county appropriates funds 
tfor the purpose, it is possible that 
the San Bernardino national for- 
est’s share of the $100,000 fund 
next year may be much greater 
than that of last, Mr. Bolden said. 

Supervisor Nash-Boulden spoke 
in support of the proposition. 

Representing San Bernardino at 
the parley were William Starke, 
superintendent of the city water 
department; County Supervisor 
Howard L. Way, City Engineer C 
Ip. Johnson, L. A. Hosegood, of the

WILD GAME BILLS 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Migratory birds of the Pacific 
Coast are to be given a safe game 
refuge if a bill now before the 
legislature sponsored by the Con- 
servation Association of Southern 
California becomes a law. The 
bill also favors a change in the 
present deer season making the 
open season from November 20 to 
December 20. 

Deer hunters will not have to 
suffer inconvenience and need no 
curtailment of their hunting pro- 
gram if the bill becoms a law. 
Duck hunters will gain by the pro- 
osed changes in the bag limits 
and by the bill providing or per- 
mitting the duck clubs of South- 
ern California to dig wells and 
provide pools for the migratory 
birds which can thus be saved 
from the machine-gun hunters of 
Mexico who slaughter the birds 
ruthlessly.
